Comic Book Industry Getting Public Thrashing 


The paper-backed com ic book industry 
is beginning to note som e trouble in the 
air as a result of opposition by many 
adult citizens in m any localities over the 
c h a ra c te r of the contents of a n u m b e r of 
such publications, m a n y of which do not 
proper! v 
co m e 
under 
the 
heading 
of 
“ comic b o o k s / ’ 
T h ere h a s been reported a drop in sales 
of m a n y of these books, 
e s t i m a t e d 
by 
some as m u c h a s 40 percent. If th a t is the 
case the publishers of such periodicals 
h ave nobodv's shoulder to cry upon but 
their ow n b ec au se some of this tj’pe of so­ 
called ‘’lite ratu re 
h a s been of a v ery 
lurid type a n d worse. 
Some cities, like Circleville, are begin­ 
ning to ta k e hold of the m a t t e r in an of­ 
ficial way. Officials of that city last week 
declared a ban on all “ horror type comic 
books and t h o s e playing up sex and 
c r im e .” 
The Circleville edict followed a confer­ 
ence of the county prosecutor, the sheriff, 
the police chief and 
the 
m ayor. 
That 
m eeting of officials and their edict to d ea l­ 
ers j iving th em .'IO d ay s to clean up their 
new sstands of such periodicals, followed 
a growing c a m p a ig n by Circleville civic, 
fraternal and church organizations 
The 
drive in that locality w as reported to have 
been started by the Rotary Club with other 
organizations soon thereafter taking up 
the cudgels. 
Over in G reene County som e time ago 
there w as a “stir-up” which resulted in 
m any of the dealers who sold such pe­ 
riodicals quickly cooperating voluntarily. 
Some other cities are reporting similar 
experiences. 
Here in F ayette County there has been 
no such m ove reported but there is almost 
constant criticism heard which som etim e 
may result in som e type of action, if the 
dealers them selves fail to do so. 
What m ost people find objectionable in 


these books, particularly for the young­ 


sters, are the type which m akes the dar­ 


ing villains heroic and frequently m akes 
the police and other peace officers look 
dumb. The sexy type of such books for 
teen-agers are also under the ban. 


I t is argued that not all com ic books are 
bad and that com m on sense should be the 
guide to dictate which are harm less and 
which are bad influences morally. M ay­ 
be a lot of the trouble with the com ic 


b o o k industry w as its unwillingness, or re ­ 
fusal. to m ake any efforts to clean its 
own house, in spite of rising criticism. 


For m any years a lot of this nation’s 
youngsters eagerly awaited each new is­ 
sue of som e of these books. They crouched 
before newsstands or in their own hom es, 
or som etim es in secluded places, reading 
these sm all m agazine stories of brutality, 
crim e or torture, som e of the sexy type 


a l s o , with hardly a glance from apathetic 
parents as to what the teen-agers were 
reading. 
R eceipts rolled in from som e 90 m il­ 
lion books of this general type, read in the 
U. S. each month. Apparently the publish­ 
ers of the better books and m agazine 
m ade little attempt, to rid the industry of 
its undesirables. 


There is talk now of a regulatory agency 
within the industry 
similar to the m ovie 
i n d u s t r y ’s censoring office—but the 
house-cleaning seem s a little late. The 
public, becom ing angered at what som e 
publishers have been feeding, A m erica’s 
youth, is indiscriminate in its reaction. 
L egitim ate 
com ics 
are 
being 
rebuked 
along with the bad. 


Comic book producers can regain the 
public’s trust only by publishing worth­ 
while books. However, it m ay be a long, 
slow climb. Such is the penalty for any 
industry that, through greed and indif­ 
ference, loses the confidence of tho public.

“ The heiress, great in favor, 
lady of grace, sw eet

m istress of the south and north,

dently was her home and it indi­ 
cates that after perhaps 14 years 
of perfect m arriage, she left the 
palace and her husband never to 
return. 
Why? Did she quarrel with the 
king and leave voluntarily? Or 
was she sent away, blasted by 
som e terrible disgrace? The .sec­ 
ret has never been unlocked, but 
here is the story up to the point 
w here it disappears in voiceless 
dark. 
H er husband, 
Akhnaton, was 
an 
extraordinary 
man.

He is known as

sands of years before his day.

The nerve supply to the growth 
centers at the ends of the bones 
are very small, so there is usual­ 
ly very little pain associated with 
injury to them. Most dam age to 
these points is caused by a tw ist­ 
ing 
injury 
rath er 
than 
by 
a 
direct blow, usually through fall 
ing. 


Hard to Repair 


The growth center of the hip 
has a special weakness in heavy­ 
set boys between the ages of ten 
and sixteen 
It is very common 
for boys in this group to suffer 
hip injury which may alter their 
growth 
These injuries are often diffi 
cult to repair They must be put 
back alm ost perfectly, because 
the growth cells may be d a m ­ 
aged enough to cause poor heal­ 
ing. 


Bone Center Injury 
Could Be Serious 


Proper 
treatm en t 
of 
severe 
growth center injury to children 
can lessen perm anent bone 
in 
jury. Even better, it may usually 
be prevented by using proper ath 
letic equipm ent for rough gam es 
A physician should be asked to 
check 
every 
injury 
occurring 
within two inches of a joint in 
a growing child, especially if the 
injury is of a twisting nature 
Although the am ount of p a i n 
and im m ediate 
disability 
these 
injuries cause may be slight 
it 
is better to have them checked 
rath er than risk the chance of a 
perm anent 
deformity or 
short­ 
ening of one of the limbs

In Bering Sea 


Bachelors' Killed 
For Their Skins 


Bx RICHARD S. REOCH 


When the cold winds blow, seal 
skin furs will keep milady in lux 
ury and w arm th 
These valuable 
pelts are now being gathered and 
processed far to the north on the 
Pribilof islands in the B e r i n g 
sea 
Today one of these islands, where 
the United States governm ent m an 
ages and protects the fabulous seal 
herd, natives are rounding up im 
m atu re m ale "bachelor'' seals 
These young ones have coats of 
m axim um value which h r i n g 
handsome 
financial 
returns 
to 
the United States. 
After the anim als are killed, un 
d er the direction of the Fish and 
Wildlife service, the skins are re 
moved, 
washed, 
blubbered 
and 
given a thorough curing in salt for 
at least IO days. They a r c then 
packed, 80 to IOO skins to the bar 
rel, and are readied for shipm ent 
to Seattle, Wash , then on to St 
Louis to a fur com pany there. 


IN ST. IDUIS the pelts undergo 
a process involving m ore than 125 
operations which result in durable 
furs with a softness and pliability 
designed to catch the fancy of the 
m ost discrim inating women T h e 
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skins are graded and all the ex 
i i " grease and dirt removed. Dry 
neat, is then applied which loosens 
the guard hair protecting the silky 
underfur. 
The pelts are treated with oils 
until they com pare in texture to 
t h e finest type chamois glove. 
The dyeing process straightens 
out the curly hairs and gi\es the 
fur a lustrous glow 


'The leather is buffed down to 
the thickness required 
The skin' 
a re separated 
into various 
sizes 
and grades and sold at public ane 
turns which are held twice a year 
at the plant 
There are now almost four mil­ 
lion seals in the Pribilof s. How­ 
ever, this was not always the case 
’Through careful m anagem ent and 
J study the United States has built 
• up the herd from a low of 132,000 
[ in 1910.

As fur seals were killed indis­ 
crim inately at sea, extinction was 
then seem ed only a m atter of time 
This type of sealing was highly
